A platoon of doctors took over 
the governor s routine by invita­ 
tion, banned all contact with the 
press, all non-essential visitors and 
all unnecessary activity. 
This voluntary 
medical treat­ 
ment may slow the 63-year-old 
governor’s progress along a trail 
of vengeance against

politicians he feels have done him 
wrong.

Armed Pair 
Uses Stolen 
Car To Flee 


Roadblocks Set Up 
Fail To Trap Thugs; 
Loot May Be $1,000 


A hunt fanned out over the Tri­ 
state area today for two armed 
bandits who held up the Thoro­ 
fare Market in East End Friday 
night and fled with a reported $1,* 
OOO loot after eluding some 40 to 
50 law officials who set up a net­ 
work of roadblocks. 
Striking near closing time at 
about 9, the bandits — wearing 
dark glasses and brandishing pis­ 
tols — forced two of the market 
staff to open the safe from which 
they obtained 
an undetermined 
amount of cash. 
Police said the two. unshaven 
and wearing old clothing, m a d e 
their getaway in a stolen auto 
which was recovered later in the 
Smiths Ferry area. 
The pair entered the market and 
threatened Frank Arcuri. assistant 
manager, and Don Jewell, a clerk, 
forcing them to open the safe 
and empty it of its cash. 
Unofficial reports indicated that 
the bandits obtained cash in the 
neighborhood of $1,000 although 
Thorofare officials declined to com­ 
ment on the loss. 
Both bandits carried pistols and 
uttered the standard, ‘‘profession­ 
al” threats. 
“Here s a bag; throw' the money 
i in it.” one said. 
“ I’m not fooling — ITI blow your 
head off!” 
He then added, ‘leave the check* 
alone and open the safe,” accord­ 
ing to police 
One of the bandits then reached 
into the safe and removed the cash, 
police said. 
The bandits left the Pennsylvan­ 
ia Ave market in a 1954 Buick, 
four - door sedan that was stolen 
while parked near the Eagles Club 
on June 6. 
Notified of the robbery, polio# 
quickly had all available men on 
the scene and pursuit was launch­ 
ed hut the pair escaped in the 
relatively heavy traffic through 
East B!nd. 
All police agencies in the tri­ 
state area were alerted and road­ 
blocks were established immedi­ 
ately. Discovery of the abondoned 
car resulted in the formation of 
a posse that, beat through the rain- 
dampened woods and roads of th# 


I vicinity. 
Police described one as between 
25 and 30 years of age, 5-foot-10 
or 11 and 145 to 15ft-pounds, of 
slender build with “dirty brown” 
hair. 
The other was described as 30 
to 35. 5-foot-6 or 7 and 175 to 180 
pounds. 
Both wore dark glasses, police 
said The man believed the young 
er of the two was unshaven, and 
wore a tan or gray ball cap. 
slacks,

The second bandit wore a yellow 
shirt with yellow stripes, and dark 
blue slacks, and carried a brown 
holster with a 32-caLiber revolver.

tracks were found along the bank 
of the Ohio River although police 
have not discounted the theory 
that the pair may have had a mo­ 
torboat waiting them somewhere 
in the Smiths Ferry area 
Midland police joined in th * 
posse searching for the two men 
who abandoned their tan car with 
maroon top on the old Ferry Rd. 
near Kenny Miller’s service sta­ 
tion on Route 68 between East Liv­ 
erpool and Midland. 
Two boys near the service sta­ 
tion told police of seeing the car. 
It was found about IOO yards be­ 
yond the road underpass toward 
the river, police said. Nearby was 
found hats, glasses and b l u i s h 
plastic bags, apparently used to 
hold the loot. 
A bloodhound obtained from Bob 
Grimm of near East Palestine was 
used at the scene of the car and 
went in circles near Child's Pipe 
Shop, police said. The pair may 
have escaped either by another 
car or by boat, police speculated.

Pro dig a ls At The End Of The Line 


It all began in th e now remote day s of 
th e first New Deal wh en public spenders 
stole th e cloth es of th e American liberals. 
Th at is wh ere th e fallacy came from th at 
liberalism in th e United States h as some­ 
th ing to do with treasuo’-raiding. Under th e 
New Dealers, it h ad every th ing to do with 
treasury -raiding But it was called liberalism. 
Inspired by th e womb-to-tomb credo of 
British socialists and th e conscience-easing 
th eory th at public debt was someth ing th at 
could be made to disappear by sleigh t-of- 
h and accountancy , th e American spenders 
picked up speed as th ey sh oveled out th e 
money . 
It seemed preposterous at first th at people 
sh ould expect th e government to support th em, 
because it alway s h ad been th e oth er way 
around, except for th e widows of a h andful 
of Revolutionary and Civil War veterans. 
But gradually th e idea caugh t on, th anks to 
various flavors of sugar-coating. Sometimes 
it was called a subsidy , sometimes a grant- 
in-aid, sometimes pump-priming. Or perh aps 
a match ing fund. And eventually every body 
got used to th e idea th at liberals believed 
in being liberal with oth er people’s money 
and conservatives and moderates believed in 
being just as careful with oth er people’s 
money as th ey were with th eir own money . 


THUS BEGAN th e betray al of true liberal­ 
ism in th e United States, wh ich was a doctrine 
for th e preservation of h uman liberty , against 
all th reats from auth oritarianism, including 
th e th reat of over-centralized government. 
TTiis caused deep concern in th e early stages 
of th e betray al. It was pointed out repeatedly 
th at liberals were too important in th e Amer­ 
ican sch eme of th ings to be wh ipsawed by 
fakers w'h ose only contribution to government 
h ad been th e discovery th at people could be 
made to corrupt th emselves with th eir own 
money . 


It was pointed out, too, th at th e fake liberals 
were march ing up a blind alley ; th at wh en 
th e money ran out th ey ’d h ave no way to 
back out because th ey were all expediency 
and no ph ilosoph y . But like many predictions 
th at are slow to materialize, th is one was 
forgotten. 
It is being remembered now belatedly , be­ 
cause of a circumstance th at h as been given 
less attention th an it deserved. 


WHEN THE National Committee for an 
Effective Congress, a free-spending outfit th at 
puts pressure on congressmen for larger ap­ 
propriations. blasted th e Democratic leader­ 
sh ip a few day s ago, it ch arged th e leader­ 
sh ip with being th e prisoner of th e “spending 
issue.” 
It meant to say th at th e Democratic 
majority in Congress, h aving collided with 
th e Eisenh ower administration’s balanced- 
budget policy and come off second best, h ad 
lost its momentum. 
It meant to say th at bogus liberals wh o 
maintained th eir reputation by being in favor 
of spending oth er people’s money h ad no alter­ 
native to offer th e people wh en spending 
ceased to be popular as such . 


SPENDING is no longer regarded by th e 
American people as a political program, or 
as a substitute for a political program. It 
is no more or less th an a form of financial 
prodigality , with no fatted calf to come to on 
election day . 
Th e prediction th at bogus liberals wh o be­ 
lieved in noth ing but spending oth er people’s 
money would come to th e end of th eir blind 
alley is now being borne out by th e free 
spenders’ legislative pligh t. Spending was 
th e only program th ey h ad. With out spending, 
th ey are wh at th eir critics h ave said th ey 
are—“prisoners of th e spending issue.” 
Th e Spendocrats are wash ed up in politics.

Events in Louisiana are coming so th ick 
and fast th at h ourly bulletins are required 
to follow th e goings and comings of Gov. 
Earl Long. 
But wh eth er th e governor is in or out of 
a mental h ospital at any given moment, one 
th ing about Louisiana h as been fixed and 
immutable since th e era of Huey P. Long, 
wh ose sanity never was h eld in question. 
Th e Longs aim to dominate Louisiana poli­ 
tics, and Louisianans aim to keep th em in 
power. Since 1928. wh en Huey was elected 
governor and picked up momentum in 
a 
flamboy ant career th at th reatened to leave 
a permanent dent in th e form of representa­ 
tive democracy in th e United States, th e 
Longs h ave been running th ings th eir own 
way . 
Earl Long, Huey ’s broth er, ran for lieuten­ 
ant governor in 1936. In 19 39 , h e took over as 
governor w'h en Rich ard Lech e was forced to 
resign in th e wake of scandal. He was de­ 
feated for governor in th e following y ear and 
lost a race for lieutenant governor four y ears 
later, but in 1948 h e made th e grade and was 
re-elected in 1956.

'Th e answer eludes th ose 
wh o try to find it, perh aps because th ey look 
for it in logic wh en it is to be found in 
emotion. Th ey find it th ere because th eir 
politics is th e essence of emotion. 
Th ey do not care about th e scandals, th e 
jail-birds, th e strong-arming and th e rough - 
h ousing. Th ey care about th e Longs. TTie 
possibility th at th e Longs migh t be irrational 
swnetimes does not upset th em, because th e 
Longs alway s h ave been irrational even wh en 
th ey were rational.

People will be killed and maimed next 
weekend in predictable numbers on th e h igh ­ 
way s. in accidents on water and in all oth er 
areas of special h azard. 
Th e ch ief problem is th e auto h azard, be­ 
cause it th reatens more people th an any oth - 
- er single h azard.

study 
of its own insurees by th e 
Travelers Insurance Companies h as disclosed 
some significant evidence about h igh way ac­ 
cidents. Th e study covered wh at h appened 
to a million and a h alf insurees during last 
y ear’s Fourth of July weekend and subse­ 
quently during th e 1958 Labor Day weekend.

In all probability , death will claim y ou — 
if y ou let it — wh en y ou are in a car travel­ 
ing at h igh speed th at h its anoth er car in 
a rear-end collision. 
Th e tragedy probably will occur on a safe 
road. It probably will occur before y ou are 
vary far from h ome. Th e blame will be on 
a h uman fault, such as racing th rough a 
stop-sign. failing to obey a traffic ligh t, go­ 
ing too fast, not pay ing attention to wh at is 
going on, or sh owing off to nrbake a big im­ 
pression. 
Ch ances are it will not occur on a turn­ 
pike, because turnpikes minimize accidents.

Wh en accidents do h appen on turnpikes, th ey 
frequently are th e result of rear-end colli­ 
sions W'h en a veh icle slows down unexpect­ 
edly . 
Th e accident y ou arc on y our way to next 
weekend will be y our fault if y ou get th ere. 
Th e way to avert it is to be on guard--to be 
a defensive driver and be iimong th e living 
and th e unmaimed on July 6, 1959.

In Britain for a long time th ey 
h ave h ad an agitation against cap­ 
ital punish ment, and in March , 
19 58, th e British Parliament by law 
eliminated capital punish ment for 
many ty pes of murders and pre­ 
scribed th e death penalty only in 
certain cases such as wh en a pri­ 
son guard or policeman is murder­ 
ed, or during a th eft, or as a re­ 
sult of a deliberate sh ooting. 


THE BIBLICAL command “Th ou 
sh all not kill” h as, of course, been 
th e main basis for th e crusade 
against capital punish ment. Th ere 
h as arisen in recent y ears a wide­ 
spread belief th at individual cases 
may differ and th at a mandatory 
execution is in itself wrong be­ 
cause it deprives juries and judges 
of discretion. For in many in­ 
stances th e defendant is tonporar- 
ily insane and, after a certain 
period of treatment, could be re­ 
h abilitated and restored to society 
as a repentant and useful person. 
Passion runs h igh at th e time of 
a crime and th is h as occasionally 
led to ly nch ings. Th e fear of th e 
people th at tech nicalities would ob­ 
struct justice h as often provoked a 
mob to take th e law into its own 
h ands. 
Th e recent rape cases h ave h ad 
a lot of publicity in different sec­ 
tions of th e country . Many letters 
received by 
th is 
correspondent 
point out th at in some North ern 


cities th e news of rapings by Neg­ 
roes on wh ites h as been suppress­ 
ed or given no prominence. Con­ 
versely , in South ern areas th ere 
h ave 
been 
instances 
in 
wh ich 
w'h ites h ave been spared th e death 
sentence for rape, wh ereas Negroes 
h ave suffered th e extreme penalty . 
It is being questioned w'h eth er, 
judged by purely legal standards, 
and th e h istory of capital punish ­ 
ment, rape in itself w^h ere no death 
is involved, deserves th e extreme 
penalty . Sometimes execution is a 
merciful act. A long prison sen­ 
tence can be a torture th at many 
convicts would prefer to see ended 
by death . 
Th e advance in psy ch iatric re­ 
search h as certainly been responsi­ 
ble for th e belief th at many crim­ 
inals can be reh abilitated. Th e pun­ 
ish ment wh ich lasts th e longest is 
th at w'h ich troubles th e conscience. 
Even th ose wh o are paroled after 
a few y ears in prison find it h ard 
to meet th e cold glances of th eir 
fellow citizens, wh o never forget 
th e crime. 


TREASON, to be sure, is punish ­ 
able by death or imprisonment, 
and th e United States h as not fail­ 
ed to execute traitors wh ere th e 
evidence was conclusive. Th e Ros- 
enbergs, for instance, wh o h elped 
convey secrets to Klaus F u c h s , 
were tried and executed, th ough 
th ere w-as a last-minute attempt to 
get th em a reprieve. Th e Com­ 
munists in America organized a 
movement to try to save th e 
Rosenbergs and th is in itself con­ 
vinced all people of th eir guilt. 
Klaus Fuch s betray ed America 
as well as Britain. For h e gath er­ 
ed h is information wh ile in th is 
country . British officials made a 
grave blunder wh en th ey cleared 
h im for entrance to American lab­ 
oratories. 
If any one deserved to be electro­ 
cuted, it was Klaus Fuch s. For h e 
imperiled th e safety of millions of 
persons in th e West. Th e British 
now h ave let h im go beh ind th e 
iron curtain, wh ere |ie is free to 
use h is scientific mind to assist 
th e Communists still more. One 
wonders wh y th e British could not 
h ave found some grounds for de­ 
taining Fuch s in England. But in 
an era wh en capital punish ment it­ 
self is being inflicted in fewer and 
fewer cases, perh aps treason is 
considered a minor offense.

It all began in the now remote days of 
the first New Deal when public spenders 
stole the clothes of the American liberals.

Active Volcanoes 


Nicaragua, largest of the six 
Central American republics, is no­ 
table for active volcanoes and a 
huge 
lake 
inhabited 
by unique 
fresh-water sharks. 
Most of the country’s 1,331,000 
people live in the steamy Pacific 
coastal 
plain 
dominated 
by 
a 
string of some two dozen volcanoes 
and Lago de Nicaragua. 
The most famous volcano, Mo- 
motombo, s m o k e s almost con­ 
stantly. A picture of it on a post­ 
age stamp helped tip the balance 
against Nicaragua as the route for 
a trans-isthmian canal. Support­ 
ers of the Panam a route cited the 
stam p to back their argument that 
Nicaragua was more subject to 
earthquakes and volcanic action 
than Panam a. 
Lago de Nicaragua, an oval IOO 
miles long and 45 miles wide, was 
the key to the proposed Nicaragu­ 
an canal. 
Shipping would have 
gone from the Caribbean Sea up 
the San Juan River to the lake. 
From there, only a short canal 
would have been needed to reach 
the Pacific Ocean. 
Geologists believe the lake was 
a bay of the ocean until an earth­ 
quake pushed it 105 feet above 
sea level and locked out the ocean. 
The sharks adapted themselves as 
the fresh water gradually replaced 
the salt. Managua, the capital, is 
located on a large lake of the 
same name n e a r Lago de Nica­ 
ragua 
The San Juan river basin has of­ 
fered a convenient east-west trans­ 
port route since the days of the 
Spanish conquest and was follow­ 
ed by many Forty-Niners bound 
for the California gold fields.

In Britain for a long time they 
have had an agitation against cap­ 
ital punishment, and in March. 
1938, the British Parliam ent by law- 
eliminated capital punishment for 
many types of m urders and pre­ 
scribed the death penalty only in 
certain cases such as when a pri­ 
son guard or policeman is m urder­ 
ed, or during a theft, or as a re­ 
sult of a deliberate shooting 


THE BIBLICAL command “Thou 
shall not kill” has, of course, been 
the main basis for the crusade 
against capital punishment. There 
has arisen in recent years a wide­ 
spread belief that individual cases 
m ay differ and that a mandatory 
execution is in itself wrong be­ 
cause it deprives juries and judges 
of discretion. 
For in many in­ 
stances the defendant is tem porar­ 
ily insane and, 
after 
a 
certain 
period of treatm ent, could be re­ 
habilitated and restored to society 
as a repentant and useful person. 
Passion runs high at the time of 
a crime and this has occasionally 
led to lynchings. The fear of the 
people that technicalities would ob­ 
struct justice has often provoked a 
mob to take the law into its own 
hands. 
The recent rape cases have had 
a lot of publicity in different sec­ 
tions of the country. Many letters 
received by 
this 
correspondent 
point out that in some Northern 


cities the news of rapings by Neg­ 
roes on whites has been suppress­ 
ed or given no prominence. Con­ 
versely, in Southern areas there 
have 
been 
instances 
in 
w’hich 
whites have been spared the death 
sentence for rape, whereas Negroes 
have suffered the extreme penalty. 
It is being questioned whether, 
judged by purely legal standards, 
and the history of capital punish­ 
ment. rape in itself where no death 
is involved, deserves the extreme 
penalty. Sometimes execution is a 
merciful act. A long prison sen­ 
tence can be a torture that many 
convicts would prefer to see ended 
by death. 
The advance in psychiatric re­ 
search has certainly been responsi­ 
ble for the belief that many crim ­ 
inals can be rehabilitated. The pun­ 
ishment which lasts the longest is 
that w’hich troubles the conscience. 
Even those who are paroled after 
a few years in prison find it hard 
to meet the cold glances of their 
fellow citizens, who never forget 
the crime 


TREASON, to be sure, is punish­ 
able by death or imprisonment, 
and the United States has not fail­ 
ed to execute traitors where the 
evidence was conclusive. The Ros- 
enbergs, for instance, who helped 
convey secrets to Klaus F u c h s , 
were tried and executed, though 
there was a last-minute attem pt to 
get them a reprieve. 
The Com­ 
munists in .America organized a 
movement 
to 
try 
to 
save 
the 
Rosenbergs and this in itself con­ 
vinced all people of their guilt. 
Klaus Fuchs betrayed America 
as well as Britain. For he gather­ 
ed his information w’hile in this 
country. British officials made a 
grave blunder when they cleared 
him for entrance to American lab­ 
oratories. 
If anyone deserved to be electro­ 
cuted, it was Klaus Fuchs. For he 
imperiled the safety of millions of 
persons in the West. The British 
now have let him go behind the 
iron curtain, where Jie is free to 
use his scientific mind to assist 
the Communists still more. 
One 
wonders why the British could not 
have found some grounds for de­ 
taining Fuchs in England. But in 
an era when capital punishment it­ 
self is being inflicted in fewer and 
fewer cases, perhaps treason is 
considered a minor offense.

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Action Due On Candidate Funds 
Meets Nixon, Rockefeller 


From Our Staff Correspondent 
COLUMBUS, Ohio 
—A bill to 
raise the ceilings on political cam-1 
paign expenditures and tighten con­ 
trol over them is ready tor action 
by the Ohio General Assembly. 
The measure, a combination of 
five introduced in the session, has 
been recommended for passage by 
the House Elections and Federal 
Relations Committee. It is expect­ 
ed to get speedy treatment as the 
Legislature 
pushes for adjourn­ 
ment next month. 
Gov. Michael V DiSalle said in 
a special message early in the ses­ 
sion that he hoped something would 
be done to correct abuses of the 
state’s campaign expense laws and 
to replace the present limits with 
more “ realistic" ones. 


Still on ‘M ust’ 
List 
Last Thursday he told newsmen 
that a bill to do this is still on 
his list of “ must” legislation be­ 
fore 
adjournment. 
Four of the original measures 
contained in the new bill were in­ 
troduced by Rep. R 
Martin Gal­ 
vin (D-Lucas), a DiSalle protege.! 
The other was sponsored by a 
Democrat and two Republicans, in­ 
cluding Rep. Joseph E. Lady <R- 
Hardin). 
The new draft would allow can­ 
didates for state offices to spend 
the equivalent of the total salary 
for the term of each office. A 
gubernatorial 
candidate, 
for 
in­ 
stance, could spend $100,000 on his 
campaign. At present he is limit­ 
ed to $5,000 and other state elected 
officials are limited to $4,000 
Candidates for district offices, 
such as state senators, or for of­ 
fices voted upon by the citizens 
of a single county, such as coun­ 


ty officials and state representa­ 
tives, would 
be limited to the 
equivalent of one year’s salary in 
the office. 
$5,000 for Legislators 
In the case of legislators, that 
would be $5,000. State senators 
now are limited to $1,000 plus $50 
for each county or part of a county 
in their districts and representa­ 
tives are limited to $750. 
The ceilings on expenses by can­ 
didates for other offices, such as 
township 
or 
municipal 
p o s t s , 
would vary according to the votes 
cast for governor at the previous 
election in the subdivision 
The bill sets the limit in pri­ 
mary campaigns at half that per­ 
mitted for the general election. 
In an effort to provide better 
control and enforcement of the ceil­ 
ings, the bill would require that ev­ 
ery candidate appoint a campaign 
manager and that all contributions 
to his campaign be made through 
the manager. 
This is aimed at halting 
t h e 
practice of setting up separate 
“ committees” to bet around the 
legal limits. 
Would Provide Limits 
In addition to the candidates’ 
ceilings, 
the 
bill 
also 
provides 
limits on the spending that can be 
done by political parties. 
For state and district party com­ 
mittees, this would be the equival­ 
ent of 5 cents per person in the 
state, based on the last federal 
census. 
For county parties, including sub­ 
divisions of the county, the limit 
would be IO cents per person in 
the county. 
The parties and candidates both 
would be required to file state­ 


ments of their expenses with the 
secretary of state or the county 
boards of elections, who would be 
responsible for detecting violations 
and 
reporting them 
to the 
at­ 
torney general or prosecutor. 
Penalties for violations 
would 
vary’ under the bill. 
Would Bar Candidates 
Parties 
or 
party 
committees 
could be barred from participation 
in campaigns for from two to six 
years. Wim mg candidates would 
have to forfeit their nominations 
or offices, and would be barred 


from appointments to vacancies 
in the offices for a certain period. 
The penalty for knowingly filing 
or conspiring to file a false ex­ 
pense statement would be a fine 
up to $5,000 a year's imprisonment 
or both. 
A candidate who failed to ap­ 
point a campaign manager would 
be barred from being a candidate 
for one year. Any person or or­ 
ganization who contributed to a 
candidate's campaign other than 
through his manager would be sub­ 
ject to a $500 to $1,000 fine.
